Senator Morgan’s views on these im- 
portant questions, presented briefly and 
Buccinctly, follow: 


The Laws of Nations. 

“The jaws of nations affect, 
all sovereign and independent powers in 
their international rights and duties,’’ he 
said. “In this sense they are also recog- 
nized as parts of the municipal laws of 
all such nations and are enforced by 
them. If they are violated by any Nna- 
tion, the infliction of a penalty is within 
the recognized rights of the nation of- 
fended, or of any nation concerned in 
Vindicating or restraining the abuse. If

Reservation Declared Illegal. 
‘The bill claims that the exercise of 
Ruch power is vested in the state alone, 
and can be conferred upon the city only 
by legislative authority.

Mr. J. J. Spalding, who will assist in 
the Collins Park line side of the contro- 
versy, said yesterday: :

The time for this 
to be done was by the 20th of November, and 
the Trust company, for the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company, on last Saturday, the 18th 
instant, just as its time was expiring, filed this 
bill in the federal court against the Collins Part 
line and the city of Atlanta. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Company is 
the same as the Consolidated, the name hav- 
ing been recently changed, and it ts tracking 
right along in the oid path that was traveled 
in the litigation with the Traction company 
last winter and spring. The same delay ts 
resorted to, the same sort of bill is filed, only 
then it was the Old Colony Trust Company, of 
Boston, now it is the Mercantile Trust and 
Deposit Company, of Baltimore. This last 
company is the one that cut such &@ figure in 
the fight before council when these franchises 
were up, and Mr. John Gill is its president 
and Mr. Spence its vice president. 

You will see that many of the changes In this 
bill and the ones tried last winter before Judge 
Newman and Judge Candler are identical.

BOEKS SHELL BRITISH HAND. 


‘Desperate Assaults at Ladysmith Are 


Described by Correspondent. 

Durban, November 18, Saturday.—The 
Times of Natal publishes the following, 
dated Wednesday November 15th, from 
its special correspondent at Ladysmith: 

“The enemy made a determined attack 
on Thursday, November 9th. Apparently 
all the Boer forces participated. ‘Their 
artillery opened at 4 a. m., pouring in 
shells thick and fast upon tne British 
position, although with no great effect. 
‘They adopted tne unusual tactics of ad- 
Vancing unaer cover of tneir guns tv 
position on the ridges and kopjes adja- 
cent to those occupied by -the Britisn 
troops, on the left of our camp. 

“Continuing their advance the Boers 
crept up, using every available bit of 
cover. Our infantry opened with a 
steady, warm and accurate fire, which 
beat the enemy back, notwithstanding a 
dispiay of tenacity of purpose equal to 
their desperate stands on previous 0oc- 
casions. The Boers attack was most 
elaborate on all sides of the town. 

“The main attack, however, was made 
between the Free State and New Castle 
lines by a column composed 
chiefly of Johannesburg volunteers. A 
brigade of the Kings Koyal Rifles corps 
made a sgspiendid defense. The Boers 
were repuiséd, but soon rallied and re- 
turned to the attack. Again the British 
fire, which was very hot, forced them to 
retire. They had made a deep trench 
in front of the British lines; and, whiie 
withdrawing for their horses, they left 
this unguarded, whereupon the Kings 
Riflles, advancing on the double-quick, 
occupied the trench. 

“This smart movement was not seen 
by the enemy, who soon returned with 
the horses. Carefully reserving their 
fire, the Kings Rifles allowed the Boers 
to advance almost to the edge of the 
trench, and then poured volley after vol- 
ley into the astonished Boers, who turned 
and fled from an awful hail of bullets, 
bolting across the open, where the artil- 
lery of the British poured in a terrible 
and effective shell fire. The enemy ost 
heavily. 

“Meanwhile, another section of the 
Boers had brought a motar into action, 
firing heavily. ur guns, concentrating 
upon it, soon silenced this weapon, the 
enemy's artillerymen fleeing headlong. 
The Boers then advanced in force with 
a view of reparing the mortar, but our 
artillery shelled and scattered them right 
and left. The fighting was all over at 
ll o'clock. 

“Promptiy at noon, General White or- 
dered a salute of twenty-one guns in 
honor of the birthday of the prince of 
Wales. As the cannon boomed, cheer 
after cheer rang out from the troops and 
a scene of enthusiasm, probably without 
parallel in history, followed. 

“At Caesar’s camp, which protects the 
town on the southwest, the Manchester 
regiment held the position. Descending 
under cover the British guns for some 
distance on the further side of the hill, 
they detected several hundred Boers hid- 
ing in the ditch, out of the way of the 
British sheils. They poured volley after 
volleyginto the enemy, scattering them 
and inflicting heavy loss.

Tupelo, Miss,, November 19.—H. M. Ben- 
nefield was killed last night at this home 
near this place by unknown parties. He 
had grown insanely jealous of his wife 
and treated her cruelly.

Police Prevent Socialist Orator from. 


Speaking at Funeral. 


RIOT IS NARROWLY AVERTED 


Itslian Wanted To Speak on the Vir- 
tues of Dead Anarchist. 


LUDLOW’S VIEWS ARE  GRITICISEB 


Havana Papers Do Not Like the Ut- 
terances of the Governor Gen- 


. eral Now in the Union. 


Havana, November 19.—The interment 
of the remains of Creci, of the revolu- 
tionary army, who is descrited as the 
“initiator of socialism in Cuba,’”” tock 
place today. The body had been lying in 
state at the headquarters of the Havana 
Trades Union. When the coffin was 
taken into the street, a brief speech was 
made introducing Falco, the Italian social- 
ist, the speaker saying that Falco was the 
most fitting man to make the address on 
such an oceasion, because he was 4 lover 
of liberty and had followed Garibaldi. 

Faleo was about to deliver an oration 
when an inspector of police intervened 
and said he could not allow him to speak, 
as he had received instructions from the 
authorities to prevent amy address by 
Falco. The crowd cheered the Italian and 
told him to go on, but the police charged 
and knocked down several persons and 
the crowd rapidly dispersed. Several 
prominent Cubans made loud protests. 

A procession. was then formed and the 
remains were taken quietly to the ceme- 
tery, a large body of police accompany- 
ing the demonstrators. 

The authorities had received an inti- 
mation that an anarchist speech would 
be made to incite the crowd. Falco was 
expected to be chief offender. Civil Gov- 
ernor Nunez, having in view the spread of 
anarchist doctrines among the Havana 
laborers, is resolved not to allow public 
meetings where it is known that dema- 
gogues will make appeals to popular pas- 
sion. 

The Patria, quoting General Ludlow’s 
assertion that the present generation of? 
Cubans must pass before the Cubans will 
be able to constitute their own govern- 
ment and that the island, if the Ameri- 
cans were to leave it now, would become 
a second Havyti, says: 

“Tre opinion cf General Ludlow has no 
effect upon the Cabans who had been 
told the same thing by the Spaniards 
for half a century. The present genera- 
tion has not fought two wars in order to 
become a setond Hay?i, nor vill it wait 
such a long time for Cuban government 
as General Ludlow names. Cubans know 
that the island cannot become

The Neuvo Pais, commenting upon 


General Ludlow’s declaration, says.

W. E. Garrett’s Body Mangled by a 
Train. 
November 1$.—(Special.)— 
Mr. W. E. Garrett was struck and killed 
at 12:49 this morning by passenger train 
No, 4, northbound, on the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida railway, about a quarter 
of a mile south of Tifton. ‘is body 
was horribly mangled and decapitated, 
One hand cut off and the rest of the 
body mangled into a mass of torn flesh. 
His clothing was torn into shreds. and

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HIRING HANDS IN THIS STATE. 


Turpentine Men in Florida Making 
Labor Scarce in South Georgia. 
Tifton, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
For the past year, and especially this 
season, there has been a heavy move- 
ment of turpentine operators from south 
Georgia to Florida, where new farms 
are being opened now at the rate of half 
a million boxes a month. Those Florida 
operators, finding it cheaper to send to 
south Georgia for colored laborers than 
to North Car dlina, have representatives 
all through this section, who have been 

carrying off the hands ky droves. 

As this worked a consfMerable hardship 
on the operators through this section, 
they being obliged to send to North 
Carolina for hands to replace those de- 
coyed off, they have organized for mu- 
tual protection, and with the purpose of 
making it warm for any one caught en 
flagrant delictu. 

The first victim of this organization, 
or the first man to be made an example 
of, wus Mr. D. F. Bass, a young man 
representing the Gulf Naval Stores Com- 
rbany, who was caught in the act of en- 
ticing hands from the turpentine farm of 
Mr. Ben Drew, near Mystic, in Irwin 
county, yesterday, and placed under ar- 
rest. He had no sooner given bond for 
this offense than he was arrested ou a 
Similar charge at the instance of another 
turpentine operator. Being funable to 
furnish another bail on short notice, he 
was compelled to spend the night in 
Irwinville jail, until hig employers could 
be communicated with. Next morning, 
by wire, they furnished him bail in the 
suth of $1,000 for his appearance at the 
next term of Irwin county court, when 
the case against him will be vigorously 
prosecuted, as well as against all others 
doing likewise.

PLACUE SUSPECTS 
STILL DETAINED 


Captain and Cook of the Steamer 
Taylor Show Improvement, 


BOAT IS NOW DISINFECTED 


Experts Find Evidence of the Presence 
of the Disease 


NO LIVING GERMS ARE FOUND 


Micrescopical Examination of the 
Pus Has Been Made by 
Surgeons Who Are Ac- 
quainted with the 
Disease. 


New York, November 19.—The steamer 
J. W. Taylor, which arrived yesterday 
from Santos, Brazil, with the captain and 
cook ill with suspected bubonic plague, 
has been disinfected as far as possible 
without discharging the cargo. The cab- 
ins, forecastles, decKs and engineers’ de- 
partments have been cleansed and thor- 
oughly disinfected. The members of the 
crew have been disinfected and their 
clothes and effects have been steamed. 
The patients are at Swinburne island and 
there is no change in their condition, 
The passengers Will be Kept on board un- 
til tomorrow, When the agents will sup- 
ply a new crew. The crew will be moved 
to Hoffman island and detained for obser- 
vation for ten days. There has been no 
further development among them, After 
uhe removal of the crew the cargo, coffee, 
in sacks, will be discharged into lighters. 
The sacks will be emptied into other re- 
ceptacies and then subjected to steam 
disintection on board of the James W. 
Wadsworth, After the discharge of car- 
&0 the holds of the steamer will be disin- 
fected, Dr. Fitzpatrick, the bacteriological 
expert of the quarantine, is making cul- 
tures of matter taken from the patients. 
the result of his examinations wiil deter- 
mine the question of the discharge of the 
cargo, 

Dr. Herman M. Biggs, bacteriologist of 
the health department, gave out tne fol- 
lowing Statement today regarding Dr. 
Park's eXamination of the supposed bu- 
bonic plague patients:

SOME NEW LIGHT 
ON AN OLD SUBJECT 


My sketch about George Smith and his 
old banks in Atlanta has excited some in- 
terest, and Mr. John B. Peck, an old 
timer, who still keeps these things in his 
mind, has furnished me with the follow- 
irg: 

“Referring to your article in The Con- 
stiluliom Of this date, relative to George 
omuth, I chink tne siavement that ite 
bUUBNL ine Charters of two Georgia banks 
is #n Crror. 1 know that tne statement 
tnat he ‘made his starc’ in ths way 15 
errol ec. us, : 

“1 do not know the exact Cate, but in 
one OF the early tifues, certain citizens OF 
Alianta obtained a charter for the “bank 
of Atianta,’ with an authorized capital ol 
$10U,000. Among these citizens were J. 
N@ecross and vosepa Winship. Finding 
it difficult to get the necessary amount 
of capital suoseribed in Atianta, the char- 
ter members allowed George Smith, of 
Chicago, to subscribe for $jo of the 1,000 
shares, and the bank was organized, four 
of the charter members taking five shares 
each and becoming members uf the board 
of directors. ‘Ihe remaining five shares 
wete taken by a Mr. Higginson, of Chi- 
cago, Who removed to AUuanlta and Was 
elected president of the bank. 

“The reason of this action of Mr. Smith, 
was the fact that the law of Iliinois re- 
quired him to deposit with the state 
treasurer bonds to the amount of hotles 
issued for circulation, while the law of 
Georgia allowed him to issue notes for 
circu.ation for three times the amount of 
Capital paid in. It was well understood 
that the majority of the notes issued by 
the Bank of Atlanta were intended for 
circulation in the west, and in fact each 
note bore this announcement on its face, 
‘This note will be redeemed either at the 
bank or on presentation at the office of 
George Smith & Co., at Chicago.’ 


“It will be seen, therefore, that Mr. 
Smith had then got ‘start’ enough to en- 
able him to float successfully $300,000 of 
bank notes on the credit of his firm. 

“The bank occupied a store building sit- 
uated on the corner of Peachtree and 
what is now Wall street, fronting on 
Wall street, owned by Mr. Richard Peters. 
Ihe officers of the bank were the presi- 
dent and a cashier, whose name I do not 
now recall, and thesé officers performed 
the duties usually performed in banks by 
tellers, bookkeepers, etc. The bank was 
open for business in Atlanta, but as the 
rate of interest was much higher in the 
west than in Georgia, Atlanta business 
was not sought after. Besides this, the 
banks of Georgia refused to take its notes 
on deposit, which, of course, restricted its 
circulation outside of Atlanta. 

“At that time the only financial institu- 
tions in Atlanta were agencies of banks 
located in Augusta, Savanneh and Char- 
leston, whose sole business was to ad- 
vance money for the purchase of cotton. 
The Bark of Atlanta was then the first 
bank Atlanta ever had. ‘It received de- 
posits, more as a matter of accommoda- 
tion than of business, and paid checks on 
it, in notes of other banks in preference 
to its owWn notes. [ have no doubt as to 
its having been able to force the other 
banks to accept its notes hy sending 
their notes for redemption had it de- 
sired to do so. 

“It is true, as you say, that in the for- 
ties and fifties there were many wildcat 
banks, but the Bank of Atlanta cannot 
be classed among them. I do not now 
remember the names of all the four At- 
lanta directors, but I think that the 
names of Joseph Winship and Jonathan 
Necross will be a sufficient guarantee 
to your Atlanta readers that all the re- 
quirements of the charter were complied 
with in its organization. The indorse- 
ment of George Smith @ Co. satisfied the 
western people of the soundness of its 
circulation. 

After a few years the business of the 
bank was wound up, I presume because 
Mr. Smith found it no longer necessary, 
but all the notes presented for redemp- 
tion were promptly redeemed. 

‘As to Mr. Smfth, I presume he was 
not a ‘model Christian.’ Very few men 
who amass large fortunes—or for that 
matter who do not—are. He doubtless 
domanded high rates of interest Gnd good 
security, but that, especially the former 
was the custom of his time. 

“If he was inexorable in his demands 
for prompt payment. he was equally as 
careful to comply with every promise he 
made. If he was at all charitable it was 
of that kind that kept seeret from the 
left hand the actions of the right hand. 

“IT never saw Mr. Smith. but T became 
well acquainted with the two men he sent 
here to manage the affairs of the bank 
and I know that they were good citizene 
in every respect and from this I infer that 
Mr. Smith was a hetter man than you 
represent him to have been.” F 


It gives great pleasure to The Constitu- 
tion to give place to this communication 
from Colonel Peck, and it goes without 
saying that the first article on the sub- 
ject was simply inspired by the New 
York World's articles.

Jones, chairman of the national dem9- 
cratic committee, who arrived tonight, 
said he did not know what the execu- 
tive committee wou!d do tomorrow, but 
it could not call a meeting of the full 
committee and it could rot call the con- 
vention. This is the first time since the 
close of the campaign of 1896 that Sena- 
tor Jones has met his colleagues on the 
ccmmittee, as he was absent in Europe 
wien they met here last July. 

While the executive committee may not 
do anything relating to issues, candidates 
or conventions, it is expected that a num- 
ber of prominent democrats from al! 
rarts of the country will be here tomor- 


row to “round up” the situation. Ac- 
cording to a telegram received 100ay, Ww. 
J. Bryan will mot be present. 

Mayor David S. Rose, of Milwaukee, 
heads a delegation of democrats from 
Wisconsin who are here to boom Mil- 
waukee for the national democrat.c con- 
vcrtion. Milwaukee offers an auditorium 
seating 15,000 people and is ready with a 
guaranty of $530,000 to pay the expenses 
of the convention and the national] com- 
mittee. Kansas City offers a convention 
hall seating 15,000, offers to pay all con- 
vention and committee expenses and on 
top of that offers a contribution of $00,000 
to the democratic fund. 

Senator Jones tonight was asked what 
he had to say about candidates and is- 
sues for next year.

The very moment 
Jesus Christ died on the cross as He 
hung beneath that sign tha wall of par- 
tition betwean the Jew and Gentile was 
broken down, and we behwld our king 
today, not upon a cross, but His throne 
of glory,

duty faithfully, and execute all orders of their 
superior officers, and give satisfaction in gen- 
eral deportment to the taxpayers of Atlanta.
